6TH PERIOD— "THE LAND." 

f Period five the Chosen People are a recognized Nation, 

w far in advance of the law of any oiner nation, with 

;ystem of worship infinitely superior to any other, but as yet 

thty are a nation without a country, with only the promise made to 

Abraham. In this Period God leads them into the Chosen Land. 

EXTENT: This Period extends from Joshua 1:1 to Judges 1:1. 
Approximately 25 years elapsed, during which the Israelites conquered 
Canaan, and thus possessed the Land promised their forefathers. 

PRINCIPAL CHARACTER: Joshua; Moses* successor: warrior, 
statesman, saint. He conquered the land, divided It among the twelve 
tribes of Israel, and established the worship of Jehovah. 

Less important characters were: Caleb, conspicuous for his faith- 
fulness. Hahab, the heathen woman. 

PRINCIPAL EVENTS: Jordan crossed. The Chosen People enter 
the Chosen Land. 

Canaan conquered. The Land promised to Abraham becomes the 
possession or his descendants. 

The Tabernacle set up, at Shiloh, with Eieaiar as High Priest, 
. MINOR EVENTS: The Gibeonites spared. They became incor. 
porated into the Nation as servants forever. 

Two and a half tribes separated. They chose to dwell outside 1 t 
Canaan, forfeited many privileges, and were soonest engulfed by the 
surrounding nations. 

7TH PERIOD—'THE JUDGES" 

This Period opens with the Chosen People in possession of their 
Land, their enemies subdued, their worship established^ and their Law 
in operation. The war of conquest over, they settle down to the 
development of their country under the JudgeB. This is one of the 
darkest periods of their history, they proved themselves unequal to 
their task, and unworthy of their privileges, 

EXTENT: It extends from Othnlel, the first Judge, to Saul, the 
first King, and the story is told from Judges 1:1 to 1 Samuel 11:15. 
A term of about 325 years Is covered, during which the nation lapsed 
into idolatry again and again. 

PRINCIPAL CHARACTERS: Thirteen -ludnes of whom the me=t 
prominent were — 

Gideon, who defeated an army with 300 men; 

Jephthah, who marred a great victory with a foolish vow; 

Samson, strong in body but weak In character; 

Samuel, the last and greatest of the Judges, and the first oi the 
Prophets. 

Other prominent characters of thia Period were — 

Deborah, the woman leader; 

Ruth, who left all for God. She became an ancestress of Christ. 

PRINCIPAL E'vti'iTa; Constant wars. When Israel sinned they 
were overcome by their enemies; when they repented, God delivered 
them. 

DEVELOPMENT OF IDOLATRY: The idol worship of the heathen 
nations around encroached on the purely spiritual worship of the 
Israelites. Their national life was largely marred by this for hundreds 
of years. 

The Founding of the Prophetic Order. During this Period the 
priests became very depraved, and God raised up the Prophets to lead 
the nation in spiritual things. In later years the Prophets became- 
tremendously important in the spiritual life of the nation, and also in 
the revelation of the will and purpose of God to the world.

Then, too, what Is probably a rarity in Salvation Army musical circles 
in Canada, the Festival was wholly given over to the singers, not oven am 
accompanying Band being in sight. Tho program, which we print in the 
(.eiilre of Ibis puge, was a choice one, and, as will be noted. It was rendered 
largely by tho scvon leading Songster Brigades or the city. 

When the commencing moment hud arrived, all available space was 
Tilled in the auditorium, and one sort 
of snuggled comfortably down Into 
his seat thankful to have arrived 
early enough to procure sitting space, 
and conscious that an enjoyable even- 
ing was nhead. 

As a fitting prelude tc an "All 
Army' program, tho Chief Secretary 
lined out those words which always 
carry such a tnng of triumph with 
Iheui, "Jesus, givo Thy Blood-washed 
Army Universal liberty." 

After the Field Secretary had in- 
voked the blessing of God upon '"ic 
service the uultcd Songster Brigades, 
under the baton of Adjutant Deer, 
pealed out with martial effect, "Ti.- ; 
Great Call" selection. The individual 
singers seemed to take keen relish 
in striving for the best wlTcet, so that 
both the ppcuing and closing mussed 
items were rendered in tuneful style 
aud v.-iih creditable unison. 

The Commissioner, who seemed iu 
hnppy- fettle because of tho overflow- 
ing crowd aud marked gusto of the 
Songsters, stated that such u Fcs- 
lival of Song, "us well as distinctive 
Songster Councils, was quite a new 
(lepiirturo In our history. That the 
ijiieen tHty singers were appreciative 
of the Innovation was evidenced by 
Hie attendances at each gathering of 
Hie scries: then, too, a-llttlc sparrow 
overheard a number of interested 
parties remark that such an event 
Hhould be placed upon The Army cal- 
endar as a regular yearly feature. No 
doubt It will? The Commissioner also 
conveyed to tho audienco the rogrcl 
of Mrs. Sowton at her Inability to be 
present owing to an attack of influ- 
enza. Howcvor, in her stead, Mrs. 
Poloncl Fowley read a Scripture por- 
tion Ilov 7:0-17, which was very ap- 
plicable io such a Salvation song-tline. 

A rather vociferous reception was accorded the Staff Sextette upon their 
re-appenranee In public after a period of inactivity. Their two items, one 
Instrumental and one vocal, were real class and rendered with the Sextette's 
accustomed efficiency. ' 

Vocal suioH, by Lieut.-Coion.oi Aiiuy and Mrs. Major iaylur,. respectively, 
exemplified finely The Salvation Army solo, and wore both rendered with 
»uch expression of sincerity as to channel blessing to all sympathetic hearts. 

Each one of the seven Songster Brigades that presented items deserve 
crcd'l Tot their renditions. As to which Brigade revealed the most qarolul 
tMi»:;i-v anil highest standard of vocal talent— we're not saying here— though 
we miTht. say n lot. It was notlceahle, however, that Brigades which ren- 
dered thr more Intricate selections and appeared unduly anxious to domon- 
etrnvc lonel and musical perfection, were less easily understood by the audi- 
enco because of blurred enunciation. 

Urm-eatlonably this Songster experiment was a gratifying success, and 
Toronto cur wnll hn proud of 1tR consBcrated musical Salvationists who never 
lirr hr It Winter or SummeT, In proclaiming on tbe wings of sanctlded 
song Hie Glad Tiding* °f Salvation through Jesus Christ. Let us prepare 
for Ruothur <uud evun better Festival in 1935,

Interesting, delightful and God-glorifying as was this Saturday evening 
event, the Councils conducted by our Leader on Sunday provided heart-glad- 
dening evidence ot spiritual vitality. Three hundred singing Salvationists 
assembled in the Davisville Auditorium, a valued pari of our Canada Bast 
Training Garrison etmipin nt, ami reaped the beiiel'it ol" studied counselling. 
The Councils opened rather coldly, ;iud one could not help contrasting 
the placid atmosphere, then rcigniug in Songster land with the almost hectic 
condition which prevails when Bandsmen gather in any number. According 
to common acceptance the "shoe should he on the other loot," especially- 
in view .oC the preponderating sway ol Hie feminine element. As time pro- 
pressed, however, the temperature increased, aud before the day was over 
■a tip-top condition of responsiveness obtained. 

Our Leader hart much to sny ol a distinctly helpful native. True, he! 
touchod on weaknesses, and made it very apparent how ouservaut he is when 
campaigning. His criticisms wore 
dressed in nejit garb, relieved by skil- 
ful, and pleasing (ouches ot humor, 
and all present were introduced to his 
"model .Songster Brigade." But iu ad- 
dition to his calculator! addresses on 
matters spccillcally auent to (he ap- 
pearance, service and what may be 
termed general ellicicney of Song- 
ster*, individually and coll oct ivoly, ho 
tailored, with characteristic oxactnesti, 
to enlarge the outlook, and to deopen 
the spiritual tone of those splendid 
eonirades who engage in tho sacred 
ministry of song. "Unless your 3&ie- 
ing channels blcjjsiug arid conviction 
and is au uplifting influence to thoBO 
who hear you, then across your efforts 
must be written— failure. Salvation 
Army Songsters should produce houI- 
savlug singing. That was our Foun- 
der's ideal, and It must he ours! But 
lo pioduee sueli. the producer must 
be in tune with fled." This line of 
thought was developed by the Com- 
miK-ionrr in a telling ln.uiiii'r, and 
from it there sprang ninny arresting 
questions. 

In the. afternoon session Adjutant 
Ikicr I'ead a most inleresiinr :nirl 
helpful paper, entitled. "What to Sing 
arid Mow to Sing it." ife emphasised 
Ihe. regulation governing the use. of 
only Salvation Army music by Kal- 
nrlion Army musical combinations, 
and in a stirring usido sl;ilod, "We 
.ire trusted hy International Head- 
quarters to carry out its docroc in 
[his regard. Let us see to it. that 
we do not betray this tr.st." He bad 
many helpful things to say ahoul tlio 
eoneet choice of pieces, and (ho 
enunciation of words and Brigade 
efficiency. 

To the delight of all. Mrs. Commis- 
sioner Sowlon also addressed tho 
gathering. It being her birthday, she was accorded a special ovation, and 
what she had to say concerning service for God and others was particularly 
lilting to the occasion. 

The night session opcuod in happy style. During the "supper" interval 
ihero had been a consider,! no amount of frntcmising. aud the Almost chilling 
rjuictude which marked the early period of the preceding session was entirely 
absent. Then, too, the Auditorium was warmer, aud this in no small moaaurc 
contributed to the Cheurier aspect and attitude. 

Our Leader continued his counselling, aud got to close grips with essentials. 
Ill this particular he was splendidly supported by the Chief Secretary, who 
added generously, and tolliugly, to tho power and profit of the session. His 
address, which was accorded the excellent hearing which it. deserved, was ;>l 
uuee comprehensive and nppropo to the occasion. The Colonel is a student 
of song and singing, and his remarks were distinctly valuahlc. Ho struck a 
topical note when he referred to the grent success achieved by Toronto's' 
famous Mendlessohn choir, and made Its outstaying eliaruiitui'iatii:— iia rich 
quality ot emotioiuilism— tho basis ot not only an illuminating talk, but of a 
desire-generating appeal.

AUNT JANET'S CONVERSATIONS 

Ho. 11.— Parents, choose your children's reading matter! 
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WHAT a great deal we read in the papers somo 
time ago about Professor Coue and his method 
of healing by auto-suggestion. The Professor 
asserted that the power of imagination is much stronger 
tban that of the will. If there arises a battle between 
tbc two, Imagination always wins. So to the imagination 
he made his appeal. 

For instance: Gathering his patients together in a 
room the Professor commanded them to close their eyes 
while be repeated several times the now famous sen- 
tence: "Every day in every way, I'm Getting better and 
hatter." The idea becomes impressed upon the sub- 
crnsclous mind which In turn automatically controls tho 
physical powers. That the Professor has bcon success- 
ful In his method 
we all know, for 
his snecess made 
him famous, ir. 
then, the ropctition 
of scntencos deliv- 
ered in a quiet, 
monotonous style 
can so affect the 
mind and, as a 
consequence, the 
physical powers, 
how alive wo ought 
to be to the power 
many ordinary 
things of life have 
over the plastic 
minds of our boys 
and girls — fiction, 
(or Instauco. 

What a powerful 
ippeal fiction 
.naltes to tho imag- 
ination! For a time 
the boy or girl 
lives In the very 
scenos which the 
book portrays. 
They associate 
wit.ii the charac- 
ters, whether such 
eti ii meters be good, indifferent, or wholly bad. They 
imbibe, whether healthful nr otherwise, the moral at- 
mosphere, and become influenced in a tremendous sense 
hy the whole. 

Considering It. in the light of Professor Cone's theory, 
What, a powerful factor iu the life of child or man this 
ruuBt be. 

Evory book read makes un impression upon the mind 
o£ the reader, therefore, when you soe your child, book 
In hand, say immediately to yourself: "That book is 
going to definitely Influence my child for good or evil. 
Which iB it?" Then you wiil not he too busy or Indif- 
ferent to investigate. Thorn arc books mid periodicals 
which poison the mind aud bruise the soul; in which 
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wickedness and lawlessness are idealized. They con- 
tain germs of evil, which will hurt and spoil as uo disease 
germ has the power to do. How we are taught to resist 
the latter, hut to resist the former is of the greater 
importance. , Such books, if allowed, are the medium 
through wlrfcb the tempter can utterly ruin the soul, 
and prepare it for an eternity of woe. 

Of such Dr. Ahbott writes again: "To receive vicious 
impressions does not merely incite to vicious actions. It 
does more — much more; it creates vicious character." 
Let ub then be constantly* vigilant. On the other hand, 
a sood book may become a moat, powerful ally to an 
anxious Christian mother. 

Good literature tends to create and stimulate noble 
Ideals of life and 
character. A child 
may have hut few 
companions whose 
influence is clevat- 
ins, but it can 
make, through the 
medium of litera- 
ture, friends with 
the noblest men 
ulu wukcs of the 
world, both past 
and present. How 
great a blessing 
this may be if the 
choice of reading 
is wisely guided. 

There Is another 
oven more power- 
ful m e d i u m by 
which the charac- 
ter through imag- 
ination may be- 
come tainted with 
lawlessness and 
Impurity, That me- 
dium is the cin- 
ema— more fasci- 
nating limn read- 
ing, therefore more 
deadly in influ- 
ence. Here children sit night after night drinking in know- 
ledge of the highways and byways of life — knowledge of 
what la known as the Under-world. They witness t.ho 
disruption of homes, daring hold-ups. In fact they nre 
introduced deliberately to all kinds of evil, mixed up as 
it Is with much that Is Interesting and humorous. 

We can see the effects of this evil in the behavior of 
our boys and girts In the streets of any city, we can 
seo it In the powdered faces, immodest dress and reck- 
less, defiant manner. These evils are but weapons in the 
hands of (he ecemy of mankind. To defeat him wo must 
he as wlso as serpents, bringing all our Intelligence to 
Dear upon the problems of the day that we may shield 
those we love so much from tho dangers, that, threaten.

Thus it was thai (lie anticipation of a ramble 
thioitgjl "an Industrial Department" was not strcakcrl 
with any particular thrills for Hie writrr. NcvortholesH, 
nt the conclusion of his invesliEations, he hud to con- 
fess to agreeable surprise. 

Centrally situated on Richmond Street, The Toronto 
.tlon'B Industrial Dcpartnicnl, as the branch of 
Salvation Army Erfurt under review is designated, has 
easy access to business and residential districts. 

Our representative made his way i.q the rear of the 
premises aud entered a bright office where three people 
were busily employed. Tho genial SUili-Cuntahi White 
greeted him heartily and, knowing his errand, immedi- 
ately started to business. 

"To begin with," said I of the 'Cry,' "please tell me 
the primary object of this Institution." 

"It is to help men to help themselves," was the swift 
response. "Employment, of whatever kind, provides 
men with an opportunity to Help themselves and do8B 
noi tend to pau- 
perize them. O t 
course, permanent 
work cannot be 
offered, hut sim- 
ply something to 
tide a man over a 
difficult time. Six- 
ty persons a r o 
constantly engag- 
ed in this i."oniiet'- 
tloii. exclusive of 
the office staff." 

Shown the 
mysteries - and in- 
dustries of this 
great factory 
where men. as well 
as things material, 
are .remade, our 
rrjpv esen lative 
continues. After 
viewing I lie room 
provided for the 
auto truck drivers. 
we made i;ur way 
to n largo 'sorting 
and grading' room 
in which all kinds 
of clothes in vary- 
ing degrees of re- 
pair, were to be 
seen. This particular department of tile Social hive is 
a ureal boon to the people who arc unable to purchase 
now things. For a small sum Ihey are able lo get 
respectable clothing. In addition to Ihe number or gar- 
nicnts sold. 4.59G pieces of clothing were given to fam- 
ilies last year.. 

Next visited was I lie Book Department. Thousands 
of volumes arc there received, sorted, and sold very 
nhciipiy. Works of prominent ikiIIiotm. dealing with

forth almost like new. Mostly anything from a Jar- 
diniere stand to a suite of furniture is doctored in, and 
can ho procured from, this shop. Modern cn.uipme.nt is 
used, consisting of an electrically run band saw, in ad- 
dition to drills and emery wheels. From this place the 
furniture is taken to the paint shop, where it is painted, 
polished unci stained. 

Next entered was u roomy stoic, which was stocked 
from end to end with boots and shoes., 'This,' volun- 
teered the Staff-Captain, 'is a very busy plinc. Rvovy pail 
of shoes received needs repairs of sonic sort, and two hun- 
dred and lifty pairs are mended every week; these are 
sold for tho moderate sum of from twenty-five lo seventy 
cents. From this store one thousands pairs of shoes 
and rubbers were given away Inst year.' 

Adjoining this is another 'store,' located in recently 
purchased premises, where clothing is sold. 

These facts and ligures and activities were astonish- 
ing, but the end was not yet. We retraced our slcps un- 
til wc came to the Auto Repair Shop. Ave have ten 
motor ducks,' said the Slafl'-Captain. 'ami two cure. 
These are constantly on the road. Our own mechanics 
do all the repairs, 
and an auxiliary 
engine is Itcpt on 
hand in case of a 
breakdown. This 
can be immediate- 
ly installed so 
that there is a 
minimum ot was- 
ted lime. Every 
f r u c li averages 
sixly.fwo calls per 
day, making a 
total of 7,216 calls 
a month. Our dri- 
vers are capable 
and efficient men, 
with lots of in-

Here a system of lessons is done 
each week, for which marks are given 
and certificates awnrrted each half- 
ynar. 

On Thursday, I visitod the Hall 
again, to find it occupied by the 
Senior Band at weekly practice. This 
Band. T was given to understand, in 
one of The Army's best. The Iiolloni 
Hall was occupied by the Boys' Band 
practising, and the top Hall with the 
Young People's Songsiers' practice. 

My round- of The Army's work nt 
Barrow, was a delightful surprise, 
and even now 1 find that (here arc 
activities 1 missed, including the pub- 
lic Meeting for women every Monday 
afternoon at !t o'clock. This is the 
largest Meeting for women - In ihe 
town. 

Then, on Thursdays, while the. 
Halls are taken up -with Bands, etc., 
the Soldiers hold Cottage Meetings 
in different parts of the town in pri- 
vate houses, and there are usually 
four or five of these separate Meet- 
ings each Thursday.

JN tho . Summer of 1900, Noomie 
Cabrit received orders from the 

International Headquarters in Lon- 
don, to proceed to Montreal, Canada 
where she was to assist Adjutant 
Robert, whose health was mueh im- 
paired by long and strenuous service. 
This appointment came as a great 
surprise to tho young French Officer, 
bat it showed confidence in her on the 
part of her loaders. 

The Corps to which she came had 
its meeting-place In a small shop on 
St. Lawrence Main. Alongside, a stair 
way led to the apartment above, which, 
though tiny, was shared with two 
women, whose contribution toward 
the rent only made ita payment poss- 
ible. The Corps numbered about six 
Soldiers, and the friends and strangers 
not more than that number. Noemie 
worked hard in her Meetings, but the 
results were not very' encouraging. 
A stranger very seldom ventured In 
a second time, and young people came 
only to scoff and jeer. She felt the 
coldness ef the genera! outlook keen- 
ly, but her optimism and cheerful 
nature saw past her discouragements. 

On her nvrival in Montreal she dis- 
covered that Adjutant Robert was 
quite ill. But Ensign Noemie was 
young and strong, and with a bound- 
less energy for hard work she proved 
a great help to her CO. and foreign 
room-mates, and in turn she was per- 
fectly happy in their comradeship. 
She loved the few faithful French 
Soldiers almost as a mother would 
love them, so her days passed very 
happily. She made -the small hall 
beautifully clean and tidy. The "En 
Avants" wore regularly sold out, and 
her work was done with remarkable 
thoroughness. 

When Adjutant and Mrs. Moore 
came to take charge of the English 
Corps in Montreal, in 190.1, Ensign 
Noemie came to visit them in their 
Quarters. They welcomed the French 
girl warmly, and though neither 
party understood what the other was 
saying, they smiled, gesticulated, and 
eventually became warm friends not- 
withstanding the language handicap. 

Gradually, the Ensign came to un- 
derstand very well the English lan- 
guage, although she never became 



in Parisian French, she found it dif- 
ficult to express herself in English. 

But let us get back to our story. 
Shortly after Ensign Noemle's arrival 
in Montreal, Adjutant Robert was re 
called to Paris^ and for many years 
the Ensign carried on work in the 
French Corps alone, save for the as- 
sistance of a girl-comrade when lime 
would permit. As time passed by 
throe Assistants in succession were 
sent by International Headquarter 
Tho first one became disheartened 
and left the Ensign to the struggle, 
and for a number of years it remain- 
ed a single-handed combat. It can- 
not he said that she was always 
radiantly happy. Many wore the 
tears she shed, and the lonely hours 
she spent, denied of anyone to whom 
she could unburden licr heart. Her 
Army comrades spoke another lan- 
guage, and although all did their best 
to overcome this difficulty, it was a 
great barrier. Her French friends, 
although they were God's dear chil- 
dren, were not Salvationists, although 
they, too, did their utmost to befriend 
the girl. Tho Soldiers of her wee 
Corps were French Canadians, and 
there too was a difference, though 
less pronounced. 

It was about this time that the En- 
sign received the sad intelligence of 
the death of her father. Her grief 
was very great. Although he had 
opposed her entering The Army at 
firm, he had soon forgiven her. and 
had ever done the part of both father 
and mother, since the latter passed 
away. Noemie had looked forward to 
a return visit to her home, and the 
opportunity of again seeing her dear 
father. Now this would never be on 
earth, and as she thought of him, 
tears streamed down her face. Her 
feeling of loneliness was increased as 
she renlised that she was now an 
orphan in a strange land. But divine 
consolation comforted her, her love 
for God and souls was intensified, and 
she grew more and more to pity and 
love the sinful, the poor, the sorrow- 
ing and suffering onea around her. 
So she labored incessantly, nnd every 
day her outlook widened, and her 
sphere of usefulness greatly in- 
creased.

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The BIBLE and ihe FUTURE PUNISHMENT of the WICKED

ggf^VERY sinner must be either pardoned or punished." 1 once 
fr' heard these words uttered by The Army Founder in the 
' midst of an impassioned appeal to men to make their peace 
with God; and they have remained in my memory, always repre- 
senting a tremendous truth from which we can never get away. 

We do not often encounter now the old- fashioned Universalist, 
who believed that all men, whether righteous or wicked, enter 
into a state of blessedness the moment they die. But others, with 
errors even more dangerous, because seemingly more agreeable to 
natural reason and to man's inborn sense of justice, have come to 
take his place and weaken men's faith in the tremendous penalties 
of God's holy law; in fact, there seems to be a widespread andi 
growing tendency to doubt the existence of Hell and the endless 
punishment of the wicked. 

In forming our opinion on this 
subject we should stick to the 
Bible. All we know about the 
future state is what God has re- 
vealed and left on record in "the 
law and . . . the testimony," and 
"if they speak not according to 
this Word, it is because there is 
no light in them." Human reason 
as well as human experience fails 
us here, and we can put no con- 
fidence in the . so-called revela- 
tions of spiritualism nor in the 
dreams of sects who pretend to 
be able to probe the ser.rets of 
eternity. If the Bible does not 
settle the questiort for us. it can- 
sot be settled. 

Over and over Jesus speaks of 
the wicked being "cost into outer 
dnrkness," where "thert: shall bc- 
weeping and wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth." Three times in one 
chapter He speaks of the worm 
that dieth not and the fire that is 
not quenched 

Paul says. "Indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguish" 
shall come upon the wicked. And 
John, in the Revelation, says 
they are in "torment." 

What can all this mean but conscious punishment? The 
Bible further teaches that the punishment of the wicked after death 
will be endless. 

The strongest terms that can be used have been used to teach 
eternal punishment. When we say a thins will last for ever we 
have put it strongly, but when we' duplicate the phrase and say 

it will last for ever and ever, we cannot add to its strength we 

have said all that tan be said. This is just what the Bible does in 
speaking of the pui,;.,!,!..™! of the wicked. 

The phrase "for ever ;,nd ever" is the strongest term by 
which the idea of eternity is expressed in the Bible. 

This phrase, which is used 10 declare the endless life and 
glory of the righteous and the existence of God Himself, is also 
used to declare the endless punishment of Satan: "The Devil that 
deceived them was cast into the lal;e of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are. and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever" (Kevelation xs., 10). 




In verse 1 5 we are told that the wicked are to share the pun- 
ishment of the Devil himself. And Jesus, in foretelling the sen- 
tence of the wicked at the Judgment Day, declares: "Then shall 
He also say to them on the left hand, Depart from Me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the Devil and his angels"; thus 
showing that the wicked are to share the punishment of the Devil, 
which is "for ever and ever." 

But let men in their folly imagine themselves wiser and more 
pitiful and just than God, and so begin to tone down this doctrine, 
then conviction for sin ceases, the instantaneous and powerful con- 
version of souls is laughed at, the supernatural element in religion 
is called fanaticism, the Holy Ghost is forgotten, and the work 
of God comes to a standstill. \ 

But some one objects that God 
is not just to punish a man for ever 
for the sins he commits in the short 
period, of a lifetime." And thus 
speaking he thinks of certain acts 
of sin, such as lying, cheating, 
swearing, murder or adultery. But 
it is not for these sins that men 
are sent to Hell. God has par- 
doned multitudes who were guilty 
of tbese sins, and has taken them 
home to Heaven. Men &re sent 
Co Hell by the weight and pull of 
their sell-chosen evii and discor- 
dant nature and character, be- 
cause they wiSl nbfr repent and 
turn from sin to God, but choose 
to remain filled with unbelief, 
which begets pride and self-will; 
consequently they are out of har- 
mony with, and are in antagonism 
to, God and all His humble, 
obedient servants; they will not 
come to Jesus, that they may be 
saved from sin and receive a new 
heart and life. 

But men will not come. They 
refuse the Saviour; they will not 
hear His voice; they turn away 
from His words; they remain in- 
different to His entreaties; they 
, „.,.,„ laugh or mock at His warnings; 

they walk in disobedience and rebellion; they trample on His holy 
commandments; they choose darkness instead of light; they pre- 
er s ,n to holiness, their own way to God's way; they resist the 
Holy Spirit; they neglect and reject Christ crucified for them— 
r.nd tor this they are punished. 

God does not send people to Hell who are fit for Heaven. The 
standard of fitness is made plain in the Bible and God's tendeff 
and p,i yi „g love has provided for every sinner, pardon for pas6
